It ig usually attri 
buted to wanton Jawlessness/ pure and 
simple.” The attack! made on Dr, Hore’ 
and Mr. Forbes Hadie is significant as 
‘showing how unsettled is-the country: in 
the vicinity of Amoy. The village or city of 
‘Yungan is situated about 25 miles north of 
Amoy, or a day's journey by and from the 
treaty port. .It is some five miles from the 
coast, so that it cannot’ be said ‘Tungan is 
isolated from the world. On the contrary, 
residents “of Amoy have occasion to make 
frequent visits to the northern settlement, 
because an extensive business is carried on 
in the cultivatitin and exportation of tea. 
Inthe present case it may be taken for yrant- 
ed that, neither Dr. Horne nor Mr. Eadie 
offered the slightest excuse for the assault 
made ‘upon them by the piratical gang at 
‘Tungan. They are both men of experi” 
ence whose whole’ object is to remain on 
friendly terms ‘with the Chinese, and it is 
inconceivable that they should’ have so far 
forgotten their own interests as to ruffle the. 
iéelings of the Tanganites. According tothe 
telegram.which we received yesterday afer’ 
moon, the attack on the two Europeans was 
entirely unprovoked and that only confitms 
the first view we took of the occurrence. It 
js a well-known ‘fact that the rivers in'the 
vicinity of the coast ports are infested by 
pirates and blackguards of every description 
who prey on the law-abiding section of the 
community. Most “of: these gangs are led 
by outlaws who, having rendered themselves 
amenable to law for other crimes, have be- 
taken themselves to the fringes of civilisalion 
there to levy perpetual toll on hapless 
husbandmen and terror-stricken travellers: 
The gangs are composed of men who prefer a 
life of case, which is occasionally enlivened 
bya spice of danger, to the lame existence 
of following lawful pursuits. ‘They have pur 
themselves beyond the law and it is their 
abject to keep their necks out of danger. 
“Hut as their operations prove’ too oflen 
successful they wax defiant and commit 
ctimes.in the most barefaced manner, The 
people whom they despoil are terroristd into 
silence concerning their knowledge of the 
bandits, and the authorities, whose apathy 
in these. matters is disgraceful, only visit a 
pirates" lair when it is quite certain the gang 
lias gone to new quarters. . It js indeed 
fortunate for Dr. Horne, and Mr. Eadie 
that’ they: escaped with their lives. Our 
Correspondent states that they have both 
been seriously wounded, from. which we 
‘may assume that there was a sharp fight. 
The fact that Dr. Horne was dubbed 
indicates that there was a hand-lo-hand 
tussle. It is astonishing¢hat anybody thould 
have been left to tell the tale, for we may 
take it for certain that the pirates would not 
have gttacked a coupte of Europeans unless 
they, were in.a great numerical superiority. |

A weird and ay scene was witnessed 
st the Hindu temple in South Bridge Road 
the ‘other ‘diy, It was the "Gre-walk- 
Ing" featival of the Hindus, and not many 
wero aware of the fact. In truth the writer 
only heard ofitat alate hour from a police 
officer, A vishwas paid to the temple at 2 
ee and ona could have almost believed 
oneself to ba in India, It wasn strange scene 
of barbaric splendour, The spacious grounis 

- were thronged with’ Hindus of all descriptions\ 
A high brick wall surrounde the building, and 
Inside the gandy courts numerous refreshment 

sstalls and buffets were erecied., A few Malay 
Policemen were od duty, but the crowd respect- 
‘fally made room for the’ Huropean visitors, 
«* The first step of the curious was one of explora. 
flon, and a truly unique sight met the oye. 
MW the natives (and there were Chinese 

jays too Inside tha enclosure) wera mere 
spectators, Tha devotees numbered about 
thirty, including several women, At tha time 
the writer arrived at the temple, a number of 
women, tonthies and haggard old crones, 

‘middle aged women.and plump young girls, 
were humbling themselves in the dust. Some 
kaeht dawn and touched the ground with their 
foreheads, while cthers, Presumably. the mere 
devout, groveltedin the dirt, The main object 
appeared to be tocrawl on the stomach in the 

Manner of xérpents round the temple and 
demean themselves as much as possible.

‘It appears that the ceremony is known as 
Theemiri, or walking over fire, Vroupada, the 
goddess of the temple, was the common queen 
ofthe Pandus, orthe five brother-kings, who 
reigned in former days at Hastinipura, the 
modern Deli—tha seat of the Durbar festivities 
in- India. These kings had a line of envious’ 
cousins who numbered no fewer than roo, the 
head of whom wat Duryodana. He cunningly:

“defeated and ruined. Drovpada then perform- 
ed.ber vow, From that day she hasbeen wor- 
thipped .by the people as one of the seven 
goddesses of chatity, the vere. mention of 
whose names will“ wipe away all'sins.” This 
ceremony takes place annually onthe 11th of 
June. It isthe custom of the indus, when- 
ever they are attacked by scricus sickness or 
other calamity. to promise to walk over the fire 
én this day; by promising thus, they’ believe 
their troubles will be over.

out’ the day, garb themselves in white 
clothes, dipped In saffron water, ind walked 
over a bed of fire which is specintly prepared

To a non-Hindu these ceremonies Are more 
interesting from a social point of view than 
from a religious one, At festival times, thesg 
temples are transformed into sorts of markets 
and everything i Ray and busy instead of 
peace and silences reigning in the place of wor- 
ship.
